mentioned, except upon reference and 
consent of the synod of Georgia. 

Compromise Plan. 

Dr. Lyons’ resolution was a com- 

promise substitute for the recommen- 


dation of Dr. 8S. L. Morris, of At- 
lanta. Dr. Wells, 
lumbia seminary, and Dr. Sims, 
member of the board, has presented 
the situation of the seminary to the 
body. It was frankly stated that the 
seminary has more students than it 
ean care for with present equipment 
and it has not received financial sup-

Subscriptions aggrezating $40,900 
to the Stone Mounta.n- Confederate 
memorial, including ene of 310,000 
by Alonzo Atkins, the Birmingham 
capitalist who is plauning a creat 
hotel and golf course development 
adjacent to the mountain, and one 
of $1,000 by Robert F. Maddox in 
memory of his father, Colonel Rovert 
F.. Maddox, of the forty-second Geor- 
gia regiment, were announced: Wed- 
nesday afternoon by Athert S. Adams, 
chairman of the citizcns’ committee 
in charge of raising Atlanta’s quota 
of $250,000 for the memorial fund. 

This was the figure given out by 
Chairman Adams afier all teams of 
the campaign organization had re- 
ported the results of their first day’s 
work. The teams will meet again 
today at 12:30 o'clock at the chamber 
of commerce assembly hall. 

In connection with his annouuce- 
ment of the progress made to date, 
Chairman Adams gave out a state- 
ment emphasizing the need for addi- 
tional campaign workers: 

Short of Expectations. 

“We have made a good start, but 
not as good as I hoped for and ex- 
pected,” said Chairman Adams. 

“We need more workers because 
the subscriptions are smaller than we 
expected.

Money Not In Hand. 

“TI do not see any way by which 
we can figure that there is enouga 
money in band or from estimuted re- 
ceipts, during the present year, to 
cover the contract for the Giris’ High 
school building. 

“Assuming that $225,92250 was 
available for apportionment and was 
not already covered by contract. fer 
the Boys’ High school, the apportion- 
ment of one-half of eame, to-wit, 
$112,961.25 to the Gir's’ Hien schvol, 
would not be sufficient to cover the 
contract price which is $493,000. 


“I understand the plen by which 
this building js undertaken; namely, 
that the city will use only a portion 
of this money on the building during 
the present year and that, during 
1924, there will be added to tbis 
fund enough money with which to 
complete the building, but our char- 
ter provides that money must be in 
hand or available from estimated 1e- 
ceipts, during the current yerr, with 
which to meet any contract into which 


the city enters. 


Contract Form Ineffectual. 


“T also understand that the plan 
contemplates that this building will 
be undertaken by the city on the cost- 
plus plan, and. therefore the city can 
stop any time it finds it necessary. 
However, we are aga'n confronted 
with the same difficulty; namely, the 
city itself cannot undertake any con- 
tract which calls for an estimsted cx- 
penditure without having in hand or 
in sight during the year, the money 
with which to pay therefor, and the 
fact that we can stop the work at 
any time does not furnisa a way out 
of the difficulty. That is the very 
point at which the rule attaches; 
namely, that municipalities cannut 
legally enter into such contract un- 
der which it can pay a part during 
one year and look to the income from 
the succeeding year with which to pay 
the balance. 

“I know the difficulties under 
which the school board and the city 
labor: that is, that they nave not 
enough money in hand to do yery 
much needed building. But I do not 
think this would legalize a-contract 
where there is not enough money in 
hand or to be received, during the ecur- 
rent year, to cover the estimated ex- 
penditure, 

“I therefore advise that, in my 
opinion. the city would not be au- 
thorized to make a comract for con- 
struction of the Girls’ High school 
building under the facts above men- 
tioned on the sum now appcrtioned 
therefor.”

The Rosebush draft would codity

“It preserves the ‘1tegrity of the 
present state organisations,” Mr.

In Bul- 
garia 50,000 ex-convicts were given 
the choice of continuing to serve their 
sentence or go to the United States.

“IT am not speaking against the 
good upright people that you find in 
any country. But they do not want 
to come to America. We are not get- 
ting any farmers from northwestern 
Europe, the place the greatest tillers 
of the soil come ffom. In Poland che 
government has passed the most re- 
strictive laws against farmers emi- 
grating to the United States. Hbol- 
land, Switzerland and Germany do 
not send us any immigrants. 

Get Only Undesirables. 

“What we get are the unskilled 
masses, undesirables in their. own 
country and socially inadequate here,” 
Mr. Aswell said. 

“So crowded are the slums of Po- 
land that I personally saw 30 human 
beings crowded into one room. Ilse- 
where in Warsaw I saw people sleep 
in the gutters, under bridges and the 
most uncommon places. ‘Their hope 
But the United States 
is faced with this: tremendous prob- 
lem of assimilating these masses. . 
they are not assimilated they will 
alienize this country. They will bring 
their bitter hatreds and feuds over here 
and destroy the governmental institu- 
tions. 


“We have 7,000,000 aliens in the 


United States who are not citizens. 
They do not intend to become citi- 
zens. ‘The Italians alone sent $500,- 
000,000 to their home land during the 
past twelve months. 

“Thirty per cent of the total rev- 
enue of the state of New York goes 
toward the upkeep of insane asylums 
and institutions of the feeble-minded 
and of the inmates of these institu- 
tions 47 per cent are foreigners. 

“The figures for the United States 
reach the appalling figure that 44 per 


cent. of all inmates im such tga

government. ‘There are 147 inmates 
there in that colony and 37 per cent 
of them are aliens. 

Aliens Mentally Unfit. 

“Of the 1,700,000 men and boys of 
foreign birth called by draft for serv- 
ice in the army during the war, 
700,000 could not be accepted because 
they had the mentality of children 
less than 10 years old. 

“The United States may have been 
an asylum in the past but it must 
cease to be an asylum’ for the off- 
scourings of Europe if it wishes to 
maintain its identity.” 

The congressman said that he fully 
agreed with Secretary of Labor James 
J. Davis in advocating a plan of 
selective immigration at the port of 
embarkation. “It is the most tragic 
experience for an immigrant to reach 
Ellis Island and there to be rejected 
and be farced to go back 3,000 miles 
across the ocean, friendless, penniless 
and without hope, back to the misery 
of that distressed continent. 

“That's. why I want to see the next 
congress put a bill on the statute books 
appointing American officers for Fu- 
ropean ports so that prospective imml- 
grants may be selected and examined 
there,” he said.

AMERICA’S POSITION. 


_ The various suggestions that the 
league of nations will be the para- 
mount political issue in 1924 are 
coming chiefly from groups of in- 
surgents in both parties, and from 
the radical elements. 

The purposes are mostly dema- 
gogic. 

Politiclans who feed upon the 
restlessness of people are merely 
Seeking to capiialize again for self- 
ish reasons the old prejudices of 
1920, which followed closely upon 


~Ahe armistice, and were stimulated 


by the nervousness of a war-torn 
world, 

But conditions have changed, and 
those who were swept into office 
by the peculiar conditions of 1920 
—unprecedented in the history of 
the living—will find that broader 
understandings exist as to interna- 
tional affairs, and a clearer compre- 
hension of America’s duty, economi- 
cally as well as morally, has con- 
trolled the people. 

The league of nations per se will 
not be an issue, but it is unmis- 
takable that a commanding issue be- 
fore both parties in 1924 will be 
world cooperation for the preser- 
vation of peace through the outlaw- 
ing of war. | 

The American people have al- 
ready made that issue; and the atti- 
tude of a single political leader or 
group, or even the dictators of the 
policies of a great political party, 
cannot divert the course of a peo- 
ple who have set out upon so great 
an undertaking. 

As to the object to be sought, 
robbed of all political angles and of 
party prejudices, it matters not in 
reality how the issue is designated, 


or as to how the parties approach it | 


in the coming campaign. 

The question is bigger than par- 
ties; and the people themselves will 
solve it just as they solved the other 
great moral problems that confront- 
ed them in their national life. 

Independent of partisan dictation 
or of prejudices they finally solved 
the great issues of slavery, national 
prohibition, equal suffrage, and all 
other fundamental issues that grip 
at the consciences of men and 
women. 

And so will they solve the great- 
er problem of some international 
cooperation to stop war. 

As to what the problem is called 
in political vernacular, or as to how 
it is approached by the parties, is 
of small concern. The end sought 
is some agreement between the 
progressive, peace-loving nations of 
the world for the substitution of 
arbitrament for the sword. That is 
all. And that is far more a heart 
appeal than a political issue. 

The people saw a new light in 
the sky of hope when the late 
President Harding announced his 
determination to see to it that 
America came to a realization of its 
duty in cooperation for a reign of 
international law with tribunals in- 
stead of cannons—designed perma- 
gently to preserve peace, neighborly 
relationships, economic stability and 
prosperity among all the peoples of 
the world. 

What President Coolidge’s views 
are, in the face of his own approach- 
ing battle for nomination, remains 
to be seen; but whatever a candi- 
date may proclaim or a party adopt 
in fts platform, it is unmistakable 
that the American people want the 
assurances of a universal and an 
everlasting peace, and an economic 
relationship with all nations that 
shall redound to their own material 
welfare.

In New York city before the state 
prohibition law was repealed, and 
when the authority of enforcement 
was divided between the state and 
federal authorities, it was as easy 
to procure intoxicating liquors, 
wines and beers at almost any hotel 
or cafe, as in the old days prior to 
the enactment of the eighteenth 
amendment. 

Today, in every cafe, signs are 
displayed that no Intoxicating liq- 
uors of any kind can be served on 
the tables or otherwise, or used or 
consumed or otherwise handled, 
even if brought into the places by 
the guests in their pockets, and 
that no liquors will be handled by 
waiters or other employees of the 
place. And this provision is being 
backed by the state. 

These regulations are obeyed al- 
most to the letter, for the patrons 
realize the strength and force of the 
laws and the determination to en- 
force them. 

On the other hand, in Philadel- 
phia, 8 Governor Pinchot’s state, 
there are alleged to be 1,500 Sa- 
loons notoriously open, at any of 
which intoxicating liquors can he 
bought, and the reason is the de- 
Stroyed efficiency in enforcement 
through the conflict between state 
and federal authorities. 

The same thing is true in Balti- 
more, in Wilmington, Delaware, and 
in Other cities where these conflicts 
destroy efficiency.

Flagrant violations of laws against 
society, such as reckless driving, 
criminal negligence, driving while 
intoxicated, etc., are different from 
the violations of regulations that 
have been adopted by council to 
expedite traffic, avoid congestion, 
and in turn make safer the streets 
and crossings. 

And yet, in enforcing ordinances 
the obligation upon the officer is 
as binding in one as in the other. 
If he does his duty he must arrest 
all violators, whether of an ordi- 
nance regulating parking, or mak- 
ing a right-hand turn, or speeding 
recklessly down the street, menac- 
ing life and limb. 

Thus the force of the argument 
made by Mr. Lockhart, in his com- 
munication published on this page, 
that the city administration should 
plainly markall corners at which right 
or left turns cannot be made; and 
similarly all mnon-parking blocks 
should be marked and, as nearly as 
practicable, the traffic laws should 
be placed in the hands of all citi- 
zens. 

The point, however, this— 
there are certain outstanding fea- 
tures in traffic laws that can be 
told in a sentence, and those sen- 
tences should be so posted that all 
citizens, including the hundreds of 
visitors who motor to Atlanta daily, 
and who are not expected to be 
familiar with all the details of the 
traffic laws, may see, and see so 
plainly and unobstructedly that 
there will be no reason for viola- 
tions on the part of those who 
honestly desire to obey and respect 
traffic regulations. 

It is a simple and an inexpensive 
matter to post at every corner 
where a right-hand turn cannot be 
made that fact and to post parking 
regulations and, “no right turn” 
notices in every downtown block. 
This would go a long way toward 
more efficient enforcement gener- 
aliy, and be a justice to citizens 
and certainly to visitors that they 
deserve.

HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


A CLOT IN VEIN. 

In our first talk about veins the 
other day we were going along smooth- 
ly and apparently approaching the 
really important part, where I should 
have told the reader how to diagnose 
and treat phlebitis (inflammation of a 
vein) when, of course, we suddenly 
stopped the show so I could do my 
stuff, the same old stuff—advise folks 
to consult a competent physician. If 
this seems unfair let me explain that 
this is not a medical department, but 
a health department. I am not a 
competent physician by mail or 
through the newspaper, I’ll freely ad- 
mit. But I flatter myself that I can 
tell healthy people through the news- 
papers a good many things that are 
healthful for healthy people to Know. 
All who have something the matter 
or think they have and don’t know 
just what ails them or what to do 
about it, I advise to consult their 
physician. 

Phiebitis is a case in point. T 
maintain without fear of successful 
contradiction that no healer can de- 
termine without personal examination 
whether absolute rest, massage, pas- 
Sive exercise or active exercise would 
be safe or helpful in the given case 
of phlebitis at any stage of the proc- 
ess. Therefore, we gracefully skip 
the diagnosis and treatment. 

The process of coagulation, congeal- 
ment or clotting of the blood, in life, 
within the heart or any blood vessel, 
is called thrombosis; the clot itself is 
called a thrombus, Some interrup- 
tion of the blood current at the point 
of clotting is responsible, say a thick- 
ening or narrowing of the vessel from 
disease or inflammation of the vessel 
wall (as in some cases of throm- 
bosis in the brain), or a dilation or 
bulging of the wall of a vein, or some 
external injury to the vein. 

Such clots are clean. The princi- 
pal danger is from occlusion of an im- 
portant vessel or from breaking off 
of minute particles which are carried 
in the circulation to lodge or stick 
in some small artery in lung or brain; 
this process is called embolism: the 
particle itself is an embolus. When 
a clot or thrombus becomes infested 
(invaded by bacteria) the danger of 
septic emboli spreading through the 
circulation and causing general blood 
poisoning (septicemia as added to the 
danger of mechanical embolism. 
Thrombosis of clotting within the vein 
in any circumstances calis for rest 
rather than rubbing, massage or ma- 
nipulation under any other name, not 
merely fest in the common sense of 
the world but what physicians know as 
physiological rest; to insure that no 
little degree of ingenuity and skill is 
needed.

MOROS SLAY THIRTEEN 
IN ATTACK ON SCHOCL 


Manila, October 17.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)\—Another sanguinary 
outbreak of Moros in Lanao prov- 
ince, island of Mindanao, was report- 
ed here today, and the aid of United 
States troops was asked by the pro- 
vincial authorities.

. SEEK CAUSE OF COLDS 


Chicago, October 17.—Dr. John F. 
Norton and Dr. Edward I. Jordan, 
of the department of hygiene and bac- 
teriology at the University of Chica- 
go, have begun an investigation of 
the causes of colds, it became known 
today, and have sent out about 2,000 
questionnaires to students concerning 
their chronic conditions, weight of un- 
derwear and other points’ bearing 
upon colds.

Odds Against English Horse Dropping Grad- 
ually, “Hot Spur” Says in His 
First Article on Race.

} Telegraph. ) 
May I say right away in this first 
article on the subject of next Satur- 
day's match at Belmont park between 
Papyrus and Zev that in England 
there is not the faintest understand- 
ing of how the event has captured the 
imagination of Americans. 


In the same way, I suppose the peo- 
ple of this great country have no 
notion how little England has been 
shaken or stirred up into a whirl ot 
tumultuous emotions over what is in- 
variably referred to here as greatest 
of international races. 

The two viewpoints take a deal of 
appreciating, blut the hardest of all 
to understand is not the way America 
kas boiled up, but the indifference of 
the country which claims Papyrus as 
its own product. Perhaps America 
is making up for both. 

A day or two after the Olympic left 
England Basil Jarvis sent us a radio 
message to say Papyrus had done a 
good gallop but had slightly jarred 
a joint. he news struck a chill on 
all who had game faith that the Eng- 
lgh derby winner would still be more 
than a match for America’s best, not- 
withstanding obvious disadvantages. 
But a jarred joint surely boded ill, 
especially in a half-fit horse com- 
pelled to race on a hard dirt track. 
Then, while still two days out from 
New York a message from a well- 
known man on the Majestic homeward 
hound did not serve to dispel some 
gathering of gloom. His report of the 
track and the horse was positively 
alarming. Twenty-four hours later 
came a wireless from Basil Jarvis 
that the horse had done a very good 
gallop and was no worse. ‘That was 
the beginning of better news all 
around. 

It was the interest in Steve Donog- 
hue’s arrival that first told the ar- 
riving traveler how New York was 
’ looking on the affair. The reporters 
and cameramen were at work and 
when they get busy there’s something 
doing. Then the newspapers are mak- 
ing the race the great big noise in a 
daily dish of lively news. ‘The or- 
dinary citizen, J take it, must simply 
be swept into the flood of popular 
interest and be carried away with it. 
He has no heance, and so he will find 
himself among tens of thousands at 
Belmont park Saturday and if half 
what I am told comes true this race 
hetween two horses will at least pass 
into history as having convulsed one 
big hustling and emotional nation. 

Much Responsibility. 

One wonders whether Jarvis would 
have been so keen on the adventure 
could he have foreseen the conditions 
of racing in America, and the way 
the press and hundred; of others had 
determined to deprive him of every 
minute, day and night.

“It is impossible to interest one- 
self and take part in the many phases 
of federated club work without de- 
veloping, without having the vision 
broadened, the sensibilities quickened, 
the faith in mankind strengthened, 
and the love of humanity and God 
deepened,” she said. 

Among the subjects in which ¢lub 
women are interested she named edu- 
cation, natural resources, home eco- 
nomics, home demonstration, fine arts, 
public welfare, citizenship, motion 
pictures, civil service, state institu- 
tions, international relations and press 
and publicity. 

“In the old days,” she continued, 
“the home was a workshop and women 
toiled early and late, manufactur- 
ing with their own hands most of the 
things consumed by the _ household. 
She, unrecognized, was the greatest 
economic factor in the whole scheme 
of things. Now that changed ma- 
ereat 
deal of this burden from her Should- 
ers, unless a worhan is_ responsible 
for the care of very small children 
there is not enough work in an or- 
dinary well-regulated home to keep 
an intelligent woman busy from morn- 
ing ‘till night.” 

Mrs. Kittrell Speaks. 


The Georgia Federation of Women’s 
clubs is working for the development 
of the state’s resources, Mrs. C. H. 
Kittrell, of Dublin, president of the 
twelfth district, told members of the 
organization, in session here, tonight. 

Members of the federation now “eat, 
wear and tak Georgia products until 
it has become a habit.”’ she said, com- 
plimenting W. R. Crites, secretary of 
the Rome Chamber of Commerce, for 
his movement to devedop the state's 
resources, 

The work of the federation in plac- 
ing demonstration workers in coun- 
ties, assisting boys and girls in their 
education, teaching better citizenship 
and improving civic conditions was 
described by. Mrs. Kittrell. A con- 
tinuance and expansion of the pro- 
cram was urged by the district presi- 
dent.

Participation of clubwomen in the 
affairs of their communities ws 
urged by the educator. Thorough 1>- 
vestication of all proposed move- 
ments 3nd preparedness to make them 
successful when undertaken were 
said by Dr. Weaver to be essentiai 
factors in the work of women. 

“Contemplare the far-reaching re- 
sults,” be continued, “should the wom- 
en of this state hecome agreed 4s 
to the ends that should be attained 
in community effort, and should 
unite existing organizations as _ to 
correlate their activities, securing 
that cooperation which is possibie 
only when we are inspired with tie 
purpose to attain a common end. 

“The improvement of health, the 
maintenance of sanitary laws, the 
pastevrizing «{f milk for the protec- 
tion of infants, in some sections of 
the state, the eradication of hook- 
worm, in others protection against 
malaria, the promotion of physical 
training and the maintaining of a 
higher standard of physical Iife. 
Should the erganizations made up of 
all tne wornen in any given com- 
munity direct their efforts toward’ 
the promotion of health, far-reaching 
good would surely follow.” 

V. R. Crites Speaks. 

“Tf Georgians could be made to 
realize the possibilities of undeveloped 
resources’ of the state, and if they 
could only be made to develop them, 
there would be a new Georgia of 
prosperous people, farming would be 
on a firm financial basis, and modern 
marketing would usher in an wunpre- 
cedented area of prosperity,” declared 
W. R. Crites, secretary of the Rome 
Chamber of.Commerce, before the an- 
nual convention meeting of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Women’s clubs in 
Rome Wednesday night. 

The address was delivered in the 
interest of a national advertising cam- 
paign proposed by Mr. Crites and the 

ome chamber. Several hundred 
Georgia women enthusiastically re- 
ceived the proposal, it was reported. 

“The average income of the Georgia 
farmer was $271 last year,” continued 
the speaker. ‘During the last five 
months almost 100,000 persons have 
left the farms and moved to the cities. 
More than 12,000 farms have _ been 
abandoned and the resultant decrease 
in the agricultural production of the 
state will reach about $5,000,000. 

“Ravages of the boll weevil, the 
tenant system of farming and credit 
method of financing farm projects are 
responsible for most of the farm 
abandonment and a general retrogra- 
tion of the industry. 

“Business men must tell the world 
if the state’s advantages and must 
help rehabilitate the farms in the in- 
terest of industrial economy. Noth- 
ing will be as effective as a general 
advertising campaign.”

To Fight on Floor. 


Michigan delegates stated that they 
would ficht on the fioof of the con- 
vention to force through the resolu- 
tion drawn up by James E. Hunt, of 
Monant Pleasant, Mich., in which the 
legion will be called upon tomorrow 
or Friday to renounce the klan as 
“Un-Americun in fact” and “con- 
trary to the very principles for 
which the American Legion stands.”

Lloyd George Declares 
U. 8: Secretary of State 
Has Outlined Feasible 
Plan of Collection. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Chicago, October 17—The blindness 
of force and violence ‘s the alternative 
to a policy of determining through 
careful examination the capacity of 
Germany to pay reparations, David 
Lieyd George. the war-time premier of 
Great Britain, declared tonight in an 
address at the international amphithe- 
ater, in the heart of the stockyards 
listrict. If Germany is refusing to 
yay, he added, the allies ean by such 
means determine that point and then 
force payment by marching together 
in any enterprise that is necessary. 

Reiterating his indorsement of the 
proposal of Secretary Hughes for an 
international commission to ascertain 
Germany's capacity to pay, the former 
premier declared that this was the 
only way to ever settle the trouble- 
some questio 

Discussing Phe situation in Europe 
with its exhaustion after the war 
and the reparations question as the 
most acute phase of the situation, 
Mr. Lloyd George declared that it 
was a fatal mistake to ¢crive the Ger- 
man population into despair. 

“We want reparations,” he declared. 
“and revolution is not the way to 
get them.” 

Ex-Premier Vigorous. 


Speaking after a day spent in se- 
clusion recovering from the effects of 
a cold and fatigue, Lloyd George 
showed little evidence of illness. The 
address was delivered with force and 
deliberateness to an audience which 
filled the vast amphith-ater with its 
Seating capacity of 10,000. Ampli- 
fiers carried his voice to the farthest 
corners and caught up and hurled out 
the answering applause. Wire'ess 
telephone carried the address farther, 
to unnumbered thousands. 

Although in the heart of the stock 
yards district, the autlience was no- 
table for the number present of men 
and women prominent in pusincas, 
financial and social life.

* WU, S. Is Impartial. 

“The United States of America is 
absolutely impartial. She has no in- 
terest in reparations. She has certain- 
ly no more interest in Germany than 
anybody else. She is very well dis- 
posed towards France, and therefore, 
with a friendly country, absolutely im- 
partial, with a great fund of business 
knowledge at its disposal, represented 
in a body of that kind, it seems to me 
we would find a way to ascertain how 
much Germany can pay and once we 
have done that, then we could march 
together to compel her to pay. 

“That seems to me to be the only 
way to settle this troublesome ques- 
tion without creating further disturb- 
ance, without upsetting the world. 
without keeping everyone in a state of 
nervousness ; without destroying the 
confidence which is the life of com- 
merce.’ 


Declaring that the question which 
is being. asked in Germany at the 
present moment is between red and 
white. Lloyd George said: “That is 
not what vou want. You want a set- 
tlement. You want peace. It is the 
surest road to reparations. Tt is the 
Surest road to the restoration of 
Europe. 


me hat is why we have been unable 
to join the full invasion of Germany 
without an examination such as Mr. 
Hughes suggested into the question of 
Germany’s capacity. 

Ruhr Invasion Wrong Move. 

“This problem has been examined 
by great French statesmen before. Mr, 
Clemenceau, Mr. Millerand, Mr. 
Briand, have all looked into this mues- 
tion on the invasion of the Ruhr. 
They have always dismissed it. They 
have always said, with the instinct of 
great, sane statesmanship, that it was 
the wrong road: and I regret that 
their wise policy has not Deen adnered 
to. 

“Justice is shrewd, justice will be 
served, but justice is also temperate 
and justice is always patient. Ven- 
geance is justified without wisdom. 
That we want to avoid. 
|“ regret that after such a grent 
and glorious victory there should he 
questions of this kind to retard the 
fruition of peace. . Storm 
clouds are gathering over ‘Europe. 


“Tt will need all the wisdom, all the 
calm, all the judgment of the marin- 
ers who are guiding the ship of civil- 
ization or alse it will be wrecked, with 
its invaluable cargo of achievement 
and hope for mankind.”
